BRITISH FORCED

London, March 25.—"Fighting of the 
most severe description has been tak- 
ing place all day on wide fronts south 
of Peronne ,and north of Bapaume,” 
says Field Marshal Haig’s report from 
British headquarters in France tonight. 
In both sectors the enemy has at- 
tacked our positions in great strength 
with fresh troops, and, in spite of the 
allant resistance of our troops, has 
orced us to give ground. 
“German troops are in Nesle and Ba- 
paume. Heavy fighting continues.” 
The capture by the Germans of the 
Jesle and Guiscard, announced 
by Berlin today, was confirmed in this 
evening’s British official statement. 


The .text of the evening statement 


reads: 

“During the morning of March 25, our 
troops on the front from the Somme as 
far north as Mancourt had beaten off 
continuous and heav attacks with 
complete success. eavy losses have 
been inflicted on the enemy by our ar- 
tillery and machine guns whilst our low 
flying airplanes repeatedly attacked the 
enemy's advancing columns farther to 
the rear. 

“A heavy attack delivered by fresh 
enemy troops in the afternoon enabled 
them to make progress west and south- 
west of Bapaume, in the direction of 
Courcelette. South of Peronne our 
troops have been pressed back in sev- 
eral places slightly west of the Somme, 
while farther south the enemy has suc- 
ceeded in making some progress and 
has captured Nesle and Guiscard. 

“French reinforcements are arriving 
in this neighborhood. 

“Our troops, although tired, are in 
good heart and are fighting splendidly, 
and the enemy is only progressing at 
the cost of heavy sacrifices.

Bigger Loan Expected. 

Most bankers and business men with 
whom Secretary McAdoo had conferred 
recently indicated that they expected a 
loan of about $5,000,000,000, at an in- 
terest rate higher than 4½ per cent. 
They brought word that the country 
was ready to absorb that amount. 

Secretary McAdoo’s advisers were not 
unanimous in their opinion of what the 
interest rate should be, but virtually 
all agreed that money market condi- 
tions would be less disturbed by a 4% 
per cent rate than a 4%. The sinking 
fund provision of the third loan, which 
the first and second issues did not have, 
is expected to prove a strong influence 
in preventing bonds from falling far be- 
low par, as other issues already have 
done. : 

The necessity for further authoriza- 
tion for certificates of indebtedness 
arises from the fact that about $3.250,- 
000,000 already are outstanding, and the 
treasury plans to issue more than 
$1,000,000,000 more before the third loan 
closes, while the maximum authorized 
under present law is $4,000,000,000. 

Credits to allies now amount to 
$4,960,000,000, and about $3,000,000,000 
authorized loans yet remain to be exe- 
cuted. This would not be sufficient. to 
continue the rate of $500,000,000 a month 
through the summer months, and conse- 
quentiy an additional authorization is 
asked by Secertary . McAdoo. The 
amount of this will be determined by 
congress. 

The legislation to deposit tax collec- 
tions with banks is sought as a measure 
to prevent big accumulations of funds 
in the treasury when taxes are due in 
June. 

Oversubscription Expected. 


Most officials believe that despite 
the low goal set by Secretary McAdoo, 
actual subscriptions will far exceed 
$3,000,000,000. The first loan of $2,000,- 
000,000 was ovérsubscribed by more 
than $1,000,000,000, but none of the 
oversubscription was accepted. The 
second loan was for a minimum of 
$3,000,000,000 and only one-half of the 
$1,617,000,000 oversubscription was 
taken. The first bonds mature in 30 
years, but may be redeemed at the 
call of the treasury in 15 years. The 
second bonds mature in 25 years, but 
may be redeemed in 10 years.

to develop it. No reply has yet been 

received, according to S. ‘ eCallie, 

state geologist, but he reported Monday 

t a number of queries from others 

interested in the discovery of the rock 
have come to his office. 

The discovery of the stone was made 
more than twenty yeere ago and a. 
sample was at that time taken by 
Mr. McCalHe who did not know the 
use to which the stone was put. When, 
however, the wuppyy of dyestuffs from 
Germany was cut off by the war and 
deposits were found in Florida and 
were subsequently developed, Mr. Mc- 
Callie learned the peculiar use of the 
stone. 

The Georgia deposit lies alon a 
canal ag es 4 from the Okefenokee 
Swamp to the St. Marys river. The 
rock lies near the surface and appears 
to be a quartz sand conglomeration. But 
the grains of quartz sand are bound 
together by a cement which is the basis 
of . brown dyes, a cement derived 
from long dead plant life, perhaps. The 
stone can be crushed and treated with 
chemicals which dissolve the dye ce- 
ment and the cement when separated 
by evaporation from the chemical forms

to Prevent Sale of Manu- 
factured Article in Guise of 
Pure Sweet Milk. 


Under authority given him by a law 
passed in 1914, Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen. 
state veterinarian, Monday issued an 
order barring in Atlanta and the state 
im general the sale of manufactured 
milk under the guise of pure sweet 
milk. He ruled that on and after April 
1 all manufactured milk and all emul- 
sified or so-called homogenized cream 
must be so labeled by the dairymen. 

The order goes even further, It will 
affect all hotels, restaurants and soda 
fountains where such milk products are 
used or where foods containing them 
are sold. Such places must have dis- 
played in conspicuous locations signs 
announcing to the public that the man- 
ufactured milk and cream is so used or 
sold. 

The order—technically “Special Or- 
der 33"—-ig prefaced with a statement 
that investigation and analysis of milke 
sold in Atlanta has shown the depart- 
ment that dairymen have been using a 
milk powder obtained from New York, 
adding three parts of water and suffi- 
cient emulsified or homogenized cream 
to give the mixture the legal content 
of butter fat and have been using it 
to piece out their pure milk supply. 
The order provides that: 0 

All dealers in milk, handling manufac- 
tured milk, must sell such products in on- 
tainers plainly marked “Manufactured 
Milk.“ Likewise all processed cream shall 
be labeled in accordance with the method 
by which it is prepared, either ‘‘Bmulsion 
Cream” or “Homogenized Cream.“ 

All hotels and restaurants serving the 
Public with such manufactured milk, emui- 
sified or homogenized cream shall post in 
a conspicuous place of their dining rooms 
a placard, in heavy-faced type not less than 
one inch high, reading “We serve manu- 
factured milk, homogenized cream, emulsi- 
fied oream.“ 

All places where ice cream is served 

made from menufactured milk, homogen- 
iged cream or emulsified cream shall post 
in front of their soda fountains a placard 
in heavy type not less than one inch high, 
reading We serve ice cream made out of 
manufactured milk, homogenized cream, 
emulsified cream.” 
It was explained at the office of Dr. 
Bahnsen that the manufactured milk is 
not harmful but that it should not, for 
that reason, bé allowed to be sold as if 
it were pure milk.

THE LINE HOLDS! 


The world never experienced a more 
dramatic situation, than that through which 
it is passing today. Interest in that situa- 
tion is centered upon a strip of territory in 
eastern France, where millions of men are 
engaged in the most stupendous battle the 
world has ever known! 

No battle in history compares with the 
titanic struggle that is now going on along 
the western front in France. 

The situation is bad, but it might have 
been much worse, and after all elements 
entering into it are analyzed there is, from 
the standpoint of the Hun's enemies, 
grounds for much encouragement. 

First and foremost is the fact, which 
seems to be absolutely certain, that the war 
party in Germany staked everything upon 
the outcome in the west. That this is true 
is borne out by the established fact that 
the war lords in Berlin have for months 
been preparing to concentrate most of the 
empire’s mobile fighting power upon this 
front, even to the point of pre-determining 
the day and the hour when the attack 
should open—and it opened on schedule 
time, precisely to the hour! 

Undoubtedly their theory was that by 
the force of great numbers and their wil- 
lingness to sacrifice them, the Germans 
would force their way through all of the 
allied lines in two movements, east and 
west from Cambrai, then to bring their two 
invading forces together like the levers of 
a pair of tongs, crush the British in a stu- 
pendous encircling movement, capture a 
vast segment of the British army, and then 
—“on to Paris!” 

z 80 much for their plans. What they 
really did was not to break through the 
British line, but force it back; and instead 
of the British rout calculated upon by the 
Teutons the British met the onslaught with 
perfect order and determination, retiring, 
at fearful cost to the enemy and with per- 
fect precision and morale, keeping their line 
in formation; and today that line still holds! 

The line to the west of Cambrai, it is 
true, was pushed back 
miles; but it was not broken! And the re- 
tirement has all been over territory from 
which the allies drove the Germans only a 
short while ago when they broke across the 
famous “Hindenburg line.” 

- While this is not by any manner of 
means what the foes of Prussia wanted or 
had hoped for, the same could be said with 
roference to the Germans; and with tre- 
mendously more significance, because their 
venture cannot be successful as a half-way 
measure. With them success means all or 
none; in other words, a half-way victory 
with them under the eee circumstances 
means defeat. 
It is as Frank Simonds said in his almost 
‘prophetic article in The Constitution last 
ee ‘Sunday—which, by the way, was written in 
agacdvance of the launching of this widely- 
“drive” by the Germans—that— 


At the Germans attack on the west 
t and fail, they will lose, at home 
abroad. all the moral advantage of 
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been retained for another year, the 
that this society can do is circum- 
serlbed only by the extent of the popular 
support given it.

In fact, 
during the last year there has been some 
overlapping of endeavor between the Atlanta 
Associated Charities and the Red Cross. 

The conditions are such now that all of 
the forces of the Red Cross must be applied 
to war work exclusively. It must be left 
free from any official concern in work that 
is of purely a civilian charity nature. 

It is gratifying that the Atlanta Associ- 
ated Charities has entered upon the new 
fiscal year stronger and better equipped 


than ever before to take over in its entirety 


the community’s charity work, relieving the 
Red Cross and other organizations that are 
of military potentialities from all burdens of 
a civilian nature. ; 

This society is a community’ necessity; 
and, more than that, it is distinctly a com- 
munity asset of rare value. Administered 
as the organization has been, is, and will 
continue to be in Atlanta, it is one that is 
worthy in every respect, and general and 
generous support of it comes directly in line 
with valuable public, and patriotic, service. 


PRAYER AND POWDER. 


With the British and the German troops 
engaged in a battle to the death on the 
western front, Right Rev. Arthur F. W. 
Ingram, Bishop of London, last Sunday 
issued a message to his people, in which 
he said:— 


“So let us, who are at home, pray as 
we never prayed before for the gallant 
men and their leaders, upon whom, and 
God, the issue depends.“ 

Concurrently, the arch-Hun of them all, 
Kaiser Withelm, wired to the kaisefine:— 


J am pleased to be able to tell you 
that by the grace of God, the battle 
of Monchy. Cambrai, St. Quentin and 
La Frere has been won. The Lord has 
gloriously aided. May He further help.” 
Whether or not the supplication of man 

may influence the attitude of God Almighty 
toward war, prayer certainly has a soothing, 
a comforting and a reassuring effect upon 
the faithful which makes only for courage 
and good morale—and those two things 
count big in battles! 

Bishop Ingram’s admonition is good, and 
it should be taken to heart as much by the 
people of this country as by those of Great 
Britain; but it is doubtful if the prayers of 
the allied peoples will have much direct 
and immediate bearing upon the outcome of 
the battle. At least, let us hope that those 
of the kaiser and his subjects—which are 
directed to the same God that rules over us 
all—will not! 

We do not believe the Lord aided the 
Huns; and certainly He did not aid the 
British in the earlier stages of the great 
battle. 

But it is well and good for all devout 
people to pray for victory; but let them, 
while they pray, remember the sage advice 
of a great American general to his men: 
“Boys, trust in God—but keep your powder 
dry!” 

And furthermore, it is well for all of us, 
while praying to God to help us lick the 
Huns, to remember the famous Napoleonic 
observation to the effect that God Almighty 
is always on the side of the heaviest ar- 
tillery!”

What Are We Going to 
Do About F ood Situation? 


Editor Constitution: A year ago public 
safety committees were proclaiming far and 
wide the need for raising food crops, with 
results which made the south independent 
in the matter of most food supplies at this 
time. 

Then, it was not a matter of getting 
enough food in the United States. The only 
difficulty which confronted us was lack of 
transportation. Now, we face a threatened 
condition of food shortage everywhere. 12 
there was danger last year, that danger has 
been multiplied ten-fold at this time. in 


fact, it is doubtful whether very many peo-. 


ple have the courage to face the full seri- 
ousness of the food situation which threat- 
ens us next winter and spring. Better face 
the danger now than to face the reality 
later when famine hag its grip on the land 
and the pangs of hunger waste the health 
of ourselves and our neighbors and our lit- 
tle ones. 

Go to any of the encampments and talk 


- with men from many states, and the story 


is always the same. Here is one from Aris- 
took county, Maine, which ranks among the 
highest of all counties in the production of 
Irish potatoes: -“One of my brothers was 
killed in France. Myself and another broth- 
er have been. drafted. That leaves father 
and mother and two sisters at home. I al- 
ways plant about fifty acres of potatoes 
myself and my brothers the same. The folks 
have all the other work to do, and it is 
about all they can handle, but they are pa- 
triotic and they are planning to put in about 
twenty-five acres of potatoes, besides the 


regular work.” 


“What about the rest of the land?“ 
asked. 

“Oh,” he said, that will ene to lie idle, 
for there is no one to farm it.” 

But, what are we doing about it? Last 
year a little work was done which was 
right to the point and effective. This 
year’the difficulties are greater, and it will 
take ten times as much work—equally to 
the point and effective—to accomplish the 
same result. Are we doing anything to get 
new labor to the farms to fill the vacant 
places? No; to the contrary, more farmers

Mrs. Hodgson, named by Lee Ashcraft, 
chairman of the Atlanta chapter of the Red 
Cross, as chairman of the Emory base hos- 
pital committee, presided at the meeting and 
presented the story of the organization of 
the Emory base hospital, composed of mem- 
bers of the faculty of the university, young 
women representing the most efficient in 
Atlanta trained nursing force, and one hun- 
dred and fifty young men from Atlanta and 
various parts of the state, giving their serv- 
ices in this all important department of the 
army. 
They volunteered and organized almost 
immediately after this country declared war, 
and subsequently were accepted by the gov- 
ernment, and recently were sent to Camp 
Gordon for the intensive training required. 

Doctor Guy Snavely, representing the Red 
Cross, explained that a base hospital con- 


sists of equipment and a force adequate to 


look after 500 beds; and that the government 
provides necessary equipment: but that 
emergencies always arising, make an emer- 
gency fund almost necessary. 

These funds for base hospitals most fre- 
quently are raised through the means now 
proposed by the Atlanta chapter for the 
Emory base hospital, he further explained. 

Mrs. Richard. Johnston, representing the 


executive board of the Red Cross, explained 
that in every locality where base Ae 


and medical units have been organised for 
military. service, emergency funds have been 
raised through the patriotic efforts of the 
people of the community through the agency 
of the Red Cross. 

The Finance Committee. 

Frank Inman, chairman of the finance 
committee of the Red Cross, explained that 
it is not the custom of the local chapter to 
take from its permanent and maintenance 
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comprise the Emory base hospital. 
“Every man represents the best and rep- 
resents personal sacrifice,” he explained. 
The doctors were not only giving up good 
practices, but in many cases are leaving 
wives and children dependent upon them.

Aside ‘from the sentiment of the move- 
ment to present a gift to the first war or- 
ganigation from Atlanta, Robert Maddox 
pointed out the fact that the proposed emer- 
gency fund would help in the efficiency of 
the base hospital. Needs not anticipated 
could be met, and the base hospital group, 
while having a fund for the comfort and 
welfare of its members, could have that feel- 
ing, which the sympathy and backing of the 
people at home means, and which adds so 
potently to the morale of a military body. 

Bishop Candler, who was present at the 
meeting, said he believed that the eommunt- 
ties from which members of the unit had 
come should be given the opportunity to con- 
tribute toward the emergency fund Atlanta 
would raise, and Mrs. W. S. Elkin stated that 
when the people of the city and state knew 
an emergency fund was being raised’ there. 
were many who would desire to contribute— 
many who feel attached to the young doc- 
tors for their services to families in stricken 
moments, and their readiness always to serve 
in peace or war. 

A Case Cited. 

Mrs. Frederick Hodgson quoted from a 
letter an Atlanta physician had received frem 
a member of a base hospital unit, already 
in service in England. 

They had gone with the . u 
ment of 500 beds, but at the writing the phy- 
sician stated, he was in charge of a hos- 
pital of 2,000 men, but that the base hospital 
having an emergency fund was enabled to 
finance partially the emergency, until more 
aid could be rendered. 

“We need more men, more nurses, more 
workers of all kinds, and we need funds for 
instruments and other hospital facilities, the 
need of which arises always in the emer- 
gency,” he wrote. 

Mrs. Hodgson and Dr. Elkin held a meet- 
ing last night at the Georgian Terrace hotel 
to complete the plan for their campaign 
which is being initiated, and to complete the 
membership of the committee, which will be 
the medium through which Atlanta people 
may give toward the $6,000 emergency fund. 
Mrs. W. S. ‘Elkin is chairman of the pub- 
licity committee, consisting of Clark Howell,
